SEARCHLIGHT MAH CAUSES UPROAR AT MEETING 



The North Staffs Campaign Against Racism and 
Fascism (Norscarf) wilt not forget in a hurry the 
day they invited Searchlight publicist, Leon 
Greenman to a public meeting. The 92-year old 
Holocaust survivor from Ilford in Essex had been 
invited to address the Norscarf meeting held in 
the council chambers of Stoke on Trent council. 
Leon, who is either the luckiest man alive, or 
living proof of German inefficiency, claimed to 
have survived incarceration in the notorious 
Auschwitz death camp and five other death 
camps during the last war. 

Sharing the platform with local Labour 
Councillors and the Bishop of Stafford, Leon 
gave a long rambling talk about his experiences 
in the death camps of Poland. The 50 or so 
audience, were becoming increasingly fearful 
that Leon might at any time switch to his other 
favourite, and equally boring subject, the history 
of the railways, when, to the obvious 
embarrassment of some of his hosts, many of 
who clearly thought that the speaker had lost his 
marbles, Leon suggested that a repeat of the 
Holocaust was still possible. The only way to 
avoid this catastrophe, Leon advised, was to join 
the anti-Nazi League and to get involved and 
support the work of Searchlight magazine. Then 
the fun started! 

As the deputy council leader, Chris Wood was 
closing the meeting a woman member of the 
audience grabbed the microphone and started to 



denounce Greenman’s “pack of lies”. Then Julie 
Waterson of the SWP/ANAL, accompanied by 
several ANAL activists stormed the platform and 
began a wrestling match for the microphone. 

Enter the police! 

Several arrests and people dragged screaming 
from the hall.

Following a complaint 
made by New TARGET in 
May last year about a 
potential breech of the 
Charity Commission rules 
regarding charities 

undertaking political 

activities, the Charity 
Commissioners have 
ordered the shutdown of 
Searchlight’s “Educational 
Trust website. 

The investigation of our 
complaint took several 
months and revolved 
around several major 
areas of concern. 

One was the deliberate 
blurring of identities 
between the Searchlight 
Educational Trust ( a 
registered charity) 

Searchlight Magazine Ltd 
(a private company) and 
Searchlight Information 
Services. The postal 
address for all three was 
the same, the contact 
telephone number for all 
three was the same and 
the personnel structure 
included many of the same 
people operating in 
differing roles between the 
three organizations. 

Another area of concern 
was the overt political 
activities undertaken by 
the trust which seemed in 
direct violation of Charity 
Commission rules. 

Particular attention was 
drawn by us to the 



publication by the charity “When Hate Comes to Town” which had 
been widely advertised on all three groups shared website and 
Searchlight magazine. Described as a “Community Handbook 
designed to give practical support and guidance to community 
groups that are opposed to racism and fascism” The handbook 
was widely promoted at SET seminars, which were held in various 
parts of the country and which were funded by the National 
Lottery Charities Board. 

The Charity Commission examined “When Hate Comes to Town” 
and decided that sections of it clearly contravened section 8 of the 
Chanties act 1993.

Further criticisms from the 
Charity Commission 

included concerns that 
confusion was caused by 
all three organizations 
sharing the same 
telephone number and 
address, and criticisms 
made of the Charity in 
2001 had not yet been fully 
addressed. 

The Commissioners ruled 
that in future a clear 
distinction must be made 
between the three 
Searchlight groups. The

Whats Next? 

The Searchlight Victims Support Group intends to challenge the 
Commissioners decision to allow SET to continue as a registered 
charity. That the trust had deliberately ignored recommendations 
previously made by the Commissioners in 2001 was part of our 
complaint to Ms Ayesha Janjua, of the Charity Commission. 
SET's repeated breeches of Charity Commission rules indicates 
that the Searchlight organization treats the Commission with 
contempt. 
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SIMCI1IGHT LOSES (WITHER LIBEL CASE I 



Searchlight magazine has lost another libel 
case and now faces legal costs running into 
tens of thousands of pounds. A potential 
total of £100,000 is not beyond the realms 
of possibility. The case, initiated by a Mr 
Mark Taha revolved around the November 
1993 issue of Searchlight in which Mr Taha 
was accused of criminality, this accusation 
coming from a magazine some of whose 
employees have been convicted of 
burglaring people’s homes! 

Mr Taha issued proceedings against the 
then editor, Gerry Gable, the magazine, and 
two distributors, Housmans Books, of 
Caledonian Road, London and Bookmarks 
(then IS Books) of 1, Bloomsbury Street, 
London.. The latter is a front owned by 
Searchlight’s close friends, the Socialist 
Workers Party. 

The two bookshops initially blustered about 
press freedom and innocent dissemination 
but soon settled out of court for a figure 
believed to be in the region of £3500 each. 
As a result of Searchlight’s refusal to 
indemnify their distributors against 
prosecution (a real hazard given 
Searchlight’s spectacular track record of 
losing libel cases) Housmans continue to 
this day to maintain a boycott of Searchlight 
publications. 

For some inexplicable reason, Gable 
abandoned his old solicitors Geoffrey 
Bindman, and opted instead for the high 
profile (and expensive) firm of Mishcon de 
Reya. There he availed himself of the 
services of Solicitor Advocate, Anthony 
Julius, whose previous- main claim to fame 
had been a part in the divorce negotiations 
between Prince Charles, Prince of Wales, 
and his then wife Dianna. 

Now Mr Julius can add to his resume, 
“Solicitor-Advocate to the late Princess of 
Wales AND Gerry Gable.” But perhaps he 
might like to keep quiet about the latter! 
Gable’s lawyers tried to force Mr Taha to 
abandon his case by running up costs. In 
one episode an all day hearing was held in 
front of Mr Justice Eady at the defendant’s 



request, to “simplify” matters in preparation 
for a full trial. 

The costs billed that day were in excess of 
ten thousand pounds! Unfortunately for 
Gable the court was not convinced that the 
hearing in any way simplified matters and 
costs were awarded against him. 

Finally, faced with the prospect of a full trial 
an offer was made to settle out of court. 

The offer was formalized under section 36 
of the Civil Procedure Rules and Mr Taha 
accepted the settlement. 

As we understand the defendant is now 
liable for his own costs and those of Mr 
Taha. Six or more years of litigation costs 
will not come cheap! 

Perhaps not surprisingly, Mr Taha has 
become a non-person as far as Searchlight 
is concerned. A search of their website 
archives fails to find any reference to Mark 
Taha. Mark has vanished! The archives 
have been sanitized! 

In all fairness we feel that all current 
distributors of Searchlight magazine should 
be made aware of the risk that they take in 
selling a magazine which seems to attract 
libel writs with worrying frequency and 
refuses to indemnify its distributors against 
being drawn in to expensive litigation. The 
easy answer is to stop stocking Searchlight. 
Send us the name of your local stockist and 
we will do our best to advise them.

Searchlight’s attempts to 
interfere with the electoral 
procedure has attracted the 
attention of the police. During 
recent elections Searchlight 
produced some 250,000 anti- 
Nationalist leaflets which were 
then distributed by Labour 
party candidates and to their 
advantage. Unfortunately 
many of the candidates 
omitted to include the cost of 
the leaflets on their expense 
returns. An offence under the 
Representation of the Peoples 
act!

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Searchlight’s friends, the Anti- 
Nazi League, are also under 
investigation by Kent police 
for breaches of the 
Representation of the Peoples 
Act. Former East London 
electoral whiz-kid, Sidney 
Chaney has complained that 
during the May elections in 
Bexley the Anti-Nazi League 
distributed thousands of 
disparaging leaflets against a 
lawful candidate. The ANAL 
were not standing a candidate 



in these elections. 

Mr Chaney quoted legal 
precedent as being the 1976 
case, DPP v Luft. (House of 
Lords). Interestingly, the DPP 
won their case against Mike 
Luft, who was at that time 
closely ' linked to the 
Searchlight organization. 

A spokesman for the Crown 
Prosecution Service 

confirmed that the CPS was 
reviewing the evidence with 
charges being likely.

STUDENT IS VICTIM OF 
HATE CAMPAIGN 

Tony Wentworth, a 21 -year 
old student at Manchester’s 
Salford University has 
become the subject of a 
vicious hate campaign 
organized by the Socialist 
Workers Party. Working 
through their “puppet” group, 
the Anti-Nazi League, a 
petition of some 600 names 
has been presented to the 
University authorities calling 
for the expulsion of Mr 
Wentworth. 

The petition has the support of 
the racist, Afro-Caribbean 
Student Society. 

The ANAL/ACSS alliance has 
also called on lecturers to 
refuse to teach Mr Wentworth. 
Mr Wentworth is not a 
pedophile nor a drug dealer, 
nor a political agitator. Mr 
Wentworth’s crime is he is a 
member of the BNP. 

To its credit, the BNP legal 
department has warned the 
University of Legal Action if it, 
or any of its employees such 
as lecturers discriminate 
against Mr Wentworth 
because of his political 
beliefs. In reply , the university
